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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to a method of treating glaucoma with administering a 
composition comprising at least one cathepsin K antagonist. 

Group II, claims 5-8, drawn to a composition comprising at least one cathepsin K 
antagonist. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The inventions listed as Groups I - II do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I - II is a composition comprising at least 
one cathepsin K antagonist. 

Adams et al.(U.S. Pat. No. 5861298) teach cathepsin K agonists and 
antagonists with identifying assays and compositions (Col. 33, lines 20-68, Col. 34, lines 
1-65). 
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Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I - II does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it lacks novelty 
and does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups I - II are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even thought eh 
requirement can be traversed (37 CFR 10143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are presented in claims 2-4 (Group I) and 6-8 (Group II).

First, the compound structures listed should have a common core and common 
utility. The compounds listed do not share a common core. An example is monensin 
and brefeldin A (see Merck sheets). Brefeldin is a known macrolide with an entirely 
different core than that of monensin (a polyether ionophore antibiotic). 

Second, all the embodiments covered by the claims must share a common 
inventive utility disclosed. It is unlikely given the number of claimed compounds with all 
the possible variations of all possible derivatives as Adams teaches the fact that not all 
cathepsin K antagonists are known as evidenced by the taught identifying assays (Col. 
33-34), that every single compound is capable of the alleged activity and therefore, it is 
unlikely that all or practically all of the compounds have the same effect. As a result, the 
compounds will not all share a common effect. 

Applicant is also advised that upon the election of the antagonist, Applicant is to 
disclose the compound, name (drug name and chemical name), and chemical structure 
for examination. 
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6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
